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Randolph  County  Schools 

PERSOXALITY  may  be  said  to  be  what  one  really  is  phis  one's  eti'ect  on 
ethers.  Communities  and  institutions  liave  personalities  which  are  the 
sum  total  of  the  personalities  of  the  people  composing  them.  So  it  is 
that  the  Randolph  County  Schools  are  different  from  the  schools  of  any  otlier 
community  in  the  State.  It  is  a  source  of  gratification  that  the  points  of  dif- 
ference which  distinguish  them  from  others  are  largely  commenchible. 

Until  1901  the  schools  of  the  county  were  very  much  like  those  all  over 
Indiana — one-room  one-teacher  schools  two  miles  apart  and  set  in  the  middl-^ 
of  an  acre  of  ground  at  a  cross  roads  corner.  In  1901  the  Lynn  school  corpo- 
ration was  dissolved  and  the  school  made  a  township  school.  Two  one-room 
schools  nearby  were  abandoned  and  the  pTipils  transported  to  the  Lynn  school. 
The  abandonment  of  one-room  schools  has  continued  until  the  Arba  one-room 
school  in  Greeusfork  township  is  the  only  one  left  in  the  county. 

Many  changes  in  curriculum,  buildings  and  transportation  have  been 
made  in  the  twenty-five  j-ears  since  1901.  Domestic  science,  manual  training, 
agriculture,  commercial  course,  music  and  art  have  been  added  to  the  course 
of  study;  sixteen  commissioned  high  schools  have  been  established;  athletics 
have  developed ;  the  horse-drawn  hacks  havt^  very  largely  given  way  to  the 
auto  bus;  many  additions  have  been  made  to  the  older  buildings :  and  some 
of  the  additions  and  all  the  newer  buildings  have  a  room  to  be  used  as  a  com- 
munit}'  center  and  for  physical  training  and  athletics. 

The  high  school  attendance  has  grown  from  60  to  1<>20.  The  number  of 
grade  pupils  has  decreased  somewhat  in  the  twenty-five  years.  The  attend- 
ance records  for  1901  are  not  available,  but  careful  enforcement  of  the  com- 
pulsory attendance  law  has  improved  the  regndai'ity  and  amount  of  attendant'C 
veiy  much. 

Instead  of  twelve  separate  institutes,  the  comity  now  holds  them  all  to- 
gether at  Winchester.  The  mornings  are  devoted  to  extension  work  given  by 
Indiana  ITniversity  and  the  Ball  State  Normal.  After  noon  pupils  from  some 
school  in  the  coimty  furnish  a  program  of  music  and  I'ecitations,  sectional 
meetings  are  held,  and  an  inspirational  address  by  some  iirominent  school  man 
completes  the  program. 

There  are  eleven  Parent-Teacher  Associations  where  school  problems  and 
betterments  are  discussed.  The  si^irit  of  jn'ogress  still  jiervades  the  county 
and  the  Raii<lolpli  County  Annual  is  the  late,st  evidence  of  it.

Farmland 


^^HE  first  school  of  Farmland  was  completed  in  the  fall  of  1856.  This  was 
^H  the  first  school  to  have  a  board  of  trustees.  Tlie  trustees  Avere  Dr.  Wil- 
liam Macy,  James  Pnrsley  and  David  ^lacv.  The  building  was  built  on 
the  west  side  of  the  present  town  of  Farmland.  The  Imnber  was  sawed  from 
the  timber  cut  from  the  site  where  the  building  was  erected.  Prior  to  tlie 
building  of  this  school,  two  old  log  cabins  had  been  used  to  accommodate  the 
few  pupils.  This  building  served  for  several  years.  Then  a  two-story  brick 
structure  was  built  on  the  east  side  of  town.  It  is  still  standing,  but  is  in  a 
very  dilapidated  condition. 

When  it  was  seen  tliis  school  was  too  smal 
efforts  were  nuule  to  build  a  larger  and  more  eili 
of  that  town  opposed  this  movement  very  much 
throw  too  large  a  debt  upon  the  town, 
cost  about  $40,000,  Avere  drawn  1)y  A 
broken  for  the  new  structure  in  I'.H)S  and  the  building  was  completed  in  the 
fall  of  1900  and  was  dedicated  on  Xo\ember  -24.  1009.  A  few  years  later  the 
school  was  made  a  township  school  and  the  debt  was  taken  over  by  the  town- 
ship. The  present  control  of  the  school  is  vested  in  the  hands  of  the  trustee 
of  IMonrce  township.  Farmland  is  one  of  the  two  schools  in  Monroe  town- 
ship, the  other  being  located  at  Parker.

A  VERY  sio-nificant  thing  occiuTod  in  the  history  of  Green  township  in 
the  year  1910.    Mr.  Emanuel  Zimmerman,  the  trustee,  had  the  foresight 
and  the  courage  to  build  the  present  building,  at  a  cost  of  $17.!)00.  which 
was  at  that  time  considered  an  enormous  price. 

This  building  was  built  to  take  the  jilacc  of  eight  district  schools  which 
Avere  scattered  throughout  the  townshijj.  As  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  de- 
termine, this  was  the  first  building  in  the  county,  state  and  nation  to  com- 
])letely  house  all  the  pupils  of  a  single  township.  The  advisorj'  board,  con- 
sisting of  George  W.  Wise,  Joe  W.  St.  John  and  William  B.  Pace,  are  to  be 
congi'iitiilated  along  with  Afr.  Zininii'i'uian.  for  their  part  in  seeing  the  futui'e 
needs  of  the  community. 

The  building  is  located  on  a  beautiful  knoll  of  thi'ee  acres  on  the  Mis- 
sissinewa  river,  near  the  exact  center  of  the  township.  Tt  consists  of  twelve 
rooms,  five  class  rooms,  assembl}'',  kitchen,  maiuial  training  room,  sewing- 
room,  laboratory,  office  and  engine  room. 

The  school  started  with  122  pupils,  but  before  the  close  of  the  first  semes- 
ter the  other  district  schools  united  with  it  and  brought  the  attendance  to 
ITT  pupils.  At  the  beginning  only  grade  pupils  were  transported  at  public 
exj^ense.  but  since  1917  all  have  been  transi^orted.  Although  the  i)resent 
building  was  adequate  to  care  for  all  the  pupils  at  first,  yet  due  to  a  constant 
increase  in  enrollment,  it  is  too  small  for  the  present  need,  and  a  $.">0.000 
addition  is  being  planned  by  the  present  school  officials. 

The  first  class  graduated  from  this  school  was  a  three-year  class  of  1913, 
and  since  then  a  four-year  class  has  been  graduated  each  year  and  many  grad- 
uates are  reallv  makina"  a  success  in  life.

Huntsville 


-^rfN  1894  a  tliree-room  school  buildiiio-  was  erected  on  the  jDresent  school 
^1  grounds  at  Huntsville.  This  structure  filled  our  educational  needs  until 
"^"^  1912.  when  more  room  was  needed.  In  the  summer  of  that  year  a  foiir- 
room  buildino-  was  erected  at  Huntsville  at  a  cost  of  $15,000.  This  school, 
like  the  one  at  ilodoc,  was  increased  from  a  two  j'ears  course  of  seven  months 
and  placed  upon  a  commi-ssioned  liasis.  Three  abandoned  schools  were  trans- 
ported to  this  school,  leaving  only  two  district  .schools  in  the  township. 

The  building  was  made  of  brick  and  contained  all  conveniences  necessary 
for  a  modern  school  building.  PVoA'isions  wore  made  for  manual  training, 
domestic  science  and  laboratory  i-ooins. 

Due  to  a  rapid  increase  in  enrollment,  the  building  became  overcrowded. 
As  a  consequence  a  decision  was  made  to  furnish  the  school  with  additional 
room.  The  addition  was  combined  with  the  main  building  and  was  placed  on 
its  south  side.  The  new  part  consisted  of  an  auditorium,  domestic  science. 
primary  and  rest  rooms.  The  basement  provided  for  the  gynmasium.  In 
order  to  supply  adequate  recreational  facilities,  more  groimd  was  obtained: 
New  playground  e(]uipment  has  been  supplied  from  year  to  year,  and  now 
the  school  can  supply  ample  recreational  advantages.  With  the  assistance  of 
the  Community  Club  the  school  has  been  able  to  install  an  electric  light  ]ilant. 
They  have  also  aided  the  school  in  beautifying  the  school  grounds  with  slirub- 
liery  and  trees. 

Huntsville  is  one  of  the  two  consolidated  schools  in  "West  Eiver  township. 
The  present  enrollment  approximates  the  two  hundred  mark.

^^IIE  first  school  in  Jiicksim  township  was  built  by  the  pioneers  at  Allens- 
(|L  \  ille  in  eighteen  hundred  and  thirt^'-six.  This  was  a  rude  log  hut  about 
twenty  feet  square  and  eight  feet  from  the  fibor  to  the  rafters.  Eight 
other  elementary  schools  of  a  more  desirable  type  were  built  between  tliat 
time  and  nineteen  hundred  and  ten.  But  when  the  one  room  buildings  had 
served  their  purpose  and  o\itlived  their  usefulness  and  higher  education  had 
been  provided  for  by  means  of  high  schools,  Jackson  was  erected  exactly  in 
the  middle  of  the  townshiji  on  a  six  acre  plot  of  ground.  There  was  an  addi- 
tion constructed  five  years  later  and  during  the  summer  of  nineteen  hundred 
and  twenty-five  the  entire  interior  was  remodeled  and  redecorated.  At  the 
present  time  theri-  are  two  hundred  and  sixty-one  cliildren  in  tlie  school. 

Because  of  Jackson"s  ideal  locaticn,  fine  playground,  and  charactei'  of 
work  done  she  was  chosen  as  the  model  consolidated  school  of  Eandolph 
county  to  iilead  the  advantages  of  this  iyyic  of  school  at  the  San  Francisco 
exposition. 

The  gi'oiuid  upon  wliich  Jackson  dwells  is  satui'ated  with  associatiouh/ 
dear  to  one  hundred  and  fifty-five  graduates  whose  happiest  memories  cluster 
about  her  broad  campus.  Since  the  consolidation  of  the  district  schools  into 
the  one  school,  the  enrollment  of  the  high  school  increases  from  year  to  year. 
The  present  enrollment  is  apjiroximately  two  hundred  and  seventy-five  stu- 
dents.

■^|N  1910  thei'e  was  fi'reat  neeil  for  a  centi-nlized  school  in  the  ■western  half 
^1  of  Ward  township.  The  jjeople.  with  a  limited  amount  of  money,  wished 
the  erection  of  the  best  building  possible.  This  building  has  been  known 
as  Jelferson  Consolidated  School.  During  the  erection  of  this  school  building 
the  township  had  one  of  the  most  capable  and  best  qualified  trustees.  Albert 
DeLong.  The  contract  was  let  to  Sol  Brown,  a  prominent  contractor,  residing 
in  Deerfield.    The  architect  was  Elmer  Losch,  of  Union  City. 

For  eight  j^ears  the  school  was  used  to  the  best  advantage  for  everyone, 
but  in  1918  it  became  known  that  the  building  needed  an  addition  on  account 
of  so  many  more  pupils  being  enrolled.  After  the  addition  Avas  built  the 
former  high  school  room  was  taken  by  the  Seventh  and  Eighth  grades,  and 
the  high  school  occujoied  the  new  part.  A  gymnasium,  various  class  rooms 
and  a  more  modern  kitchen  were  included  in  the  addition.  During  the  period 
from  1913  to  1926  ninety-five  persons  have  received  diplomas  from  the  high 
school.  The  class  of  1925  has  the  record  of  being  the  large.st  graduating  class 
fi'om  Jefferson. 

In  1924,  under  the  supervision  of  O.  H.  (irreist.  the  county  superintendent, 
there  was  organized  the  Parent-Teachers  Association.  This  organization  has 
proven  both  beneficial  and  entertaining  to  the  patrons,  teachers  and  pupils 
ti.s  well.  At  the  present  time,  Mr.  John  Fields  is  the  trustee  of  "Ward  town- 
ship. During  his  two  terms  as  trustee  he  has  proven  to  be  very  successful  in 
the  promotion  of  our  educational  jirngram.

■HITE  RIVER  township  depended  entirely  ii])(iu  its  district  schools 
until  1908  when  it  seemed  necessary  to  build  a  consolidated  school  in 
the  western  part  of  the  township.  A  two-acre  plot  of  ground  was  pur- 
chased from  Henry  Moorman  to  be  used  as  the  site  for  this  building,  which 
is  situated  five  miles  west  of  Winchester  on  the  TTnion  Traction  line.  The 
superintendent  of  the  county  schools,  Lee  L.  Driver,  and  the  trustee  of  White 
River  township.  W.  L.  Williams,  with  the  advisory  board,  selected  the  ai'chi- 
tects,  who  conti-acted  for  the  erection  of  the  building,  June  2'2,  lOOS.  The 
building  was  begun  in  the  fall  of  liH)S  and  finished  in  Jainiary.  l'.)()i).  iit  a 
cost  of  $14,000.  On  February  12,  the  building  was  dedicated  to  Linc(»ln  and 
as  a  c()nse(]uence  given  his  name. 

In  1010  when  a  high  school  course  was  introduced,  it  was  seen  that  the 
building  was  inadequate,  so  in  1912  the  capacity  of  the  building  was  doubled, 
making  it  an  eight-room  school,  after  which  it  received  its  couunission. 

During  the  iJast  eight  or  ten  years  the  beauty  of  the  building  has  bejen 
enhanced  as  well  as  new  equipment  being  supplied  for  class  instruction. 
Worthwhile  pictures  have  been  purchased  by  class  donations.  In  addition, 
ilomestic  science  classes,  frcim  year  to  year,  have  greatly  improved  the  appear- 
ance and  convenience  of  the  kitchen.  Likewise  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of 
supjdies  has  been  S]5ent  in  enlarging  the  school  librar}',  which  now  consists 
of  eleven  hundred  fifty-four  volumes  of  history,  travel  and  fiction.  Alcng 
with  other  developments,  Lincoln  now  enjoys  a  steady  growth  in  enrollment 
from  vear  to  year.

^^11 E  L(i.siiiit\ill('  scIhk  1  linildiiig  is  lociited  in  the  s:iiithwt'st  corner  of 
l|L  Xettle  Creek  township,  about  one-quarter  of  a  mile  north  of  Losantville. 
The  sehoolhouse  is  made  of  concrete  blocks,  and  was  erected  by  Trustee 
J.  X.  Johnson  in  1005  at  an  approximate  cost  of  $14,000.  The  advisory  board 
Avas  Silas  ]\IcGunne<iill.  John  Arl)o<;ast.  and  Wayne  Brewer.  The  building 
has  three  stories.  There  aie  five  lartje  school  rooms  an.d  several  class  rooms. 
It  also  has  well  ci|nii>ped  domestic  scienci'  and  niannal  training-  rooms. 

In  l!):i()  a  new  water  system  and  fnrnncc  was  installed.  The  building  was 
also  i^ainted  red  on  the  outside  by  wliich  il  may  be  distinguished  from  any 
other  in  the  county.  The  school  is  also  tlic  first  in  the  county  to  install  the 
fiush  s.vstem  of  toilets.  Also  Losantville  still  retains  six  horse-drawn  school 
hacks  for  the  transportation  of  pupils. 

Consolidation  first  beg-an  in  this  county  by  the  building  of  the  Losant- 
ville building,  in  Xettle  Creek  township.  ha\'ing  been  condemned  by  the  state 
board  of  health.  The  school  authorities  thought  it  wise  to  transport  two 
small  district  schools  to  this  place.  Although  opposition  arose  to  the  move- 
ment, the  experiment  was  tried  and  has  proved  a  great  success. 

The  increase  in  the  school's  enrollment  each  year  is  demanding  additional 
room.  The  present  enrollment  is  oxer  two  hundred  students.  It  operates  on 
the  eight-four  plan.  iNIr.  Oliver  IJawlings  is  the  i)resent  trustee  of  Xettle 
Creek  township.

our  i^resent  building.  Before  1S87  only  conim(|n  school  sulijects  were  taught. 
Then  a  few  high  school  subjects  were  added  each  year  until  in  \'M)-1  the  Slate 
Board  of  Education  granted  a  commission. 

The  course  of  study  which  embraced  at  ti:rst  only  academic  subjects,  to 
piepare  for  college,  has  been  modified  by  the  adding  of  music  and  art,  domes- 
tic science,  manual  training  and  commercial  worlv,  including  typewriting, 
sliorthand  and  bookkeeping,  making  the  full  four  years  course  more  directly 
pj'eparatory  for  a  life  work.  'N'isual  education,  has  lieen  added  by  the  use  of 
moving  ])ictures  and  slides.  Standard  tests  are  given  the  children  at  the  be- 
ginning of  each  year,  enabling  the  teachers  and  pupils  to  work  more  intelli- 
gently and  efficiently.  The  growth  of  the  schooll  has  been  steady  and  gratify- 
ing to  its  friends  and  we  trust  it  shall  never  cease  to  grow  and  improve  in  the 
value  of  its  work  and  service.

^^HE  liiiid  oil  which  the  McKiiilcv  schoul  hiiildiiio-  now  ^itaiids  was  entered 
(|L  ill  the  <i<)\eriuiient  by  Zaeharv  Iliatt,  who  later  <j:ave  ten  acres.  H\e  of 
which  the  school  2;i'oiinds  now  occupy,  to  Silvanus  Kniii'lit.  a  gunsmith. 
A  rifle,  an  ohl  i-elic,  ivhich  was  made  by  liini.  is  still  in  the  buildinir.  The  land 
changed  hands  a  niunber  of  times  and  was  owned  by  D.  F.  Irvin  when  it  was 
selected  for  the  site  of  this  school.  McKinley  was  one  of  the  schools  built 
when  Randolph  county  first  realized  the  need  for  better  schools  and  started 
a  system  of  consolidation.  Several  district  schools  were  united  to  make  ]\Ic- 
Kinley,  which  was  finished  in  1911  at  a  cost  of  $'i7.000.  as  a  result  of  the  care- 
ful plans  and  efforts  of  L.  L.  Driver,  county  superintendent,  and  (t.  AV.  Hiatt. 
trustee.    Mr.  Iliatt  was  the  great  grandson  of  the  man  who  entered  the  land. 

The  lirst  class  graduated  from  McKinley  in  l!)lo  and  was  composed  of 
three  students,  Florence  Beck,  Ethel  Maiui  and  David  Kabel.  Tlie  nmuber 
of  students  steadily  increased  until  in  lf)'2'J  it  was  necessary  to  build  an  addi- 
tion, consisting  of  six  classrooms,  a  gymnasium  and  an  auditorium,  costing 
over  forty  thousand  dollars.  There  are  now  niiu'ty-one  boys  and  girls  enrolled 
in  the  senior  high  school  and  three  hundred  and  ten  in  all  twehe  grades. 

In  lit'i.")  an  Abnnni  Association  was  fcrnied  with  Freeman  Ketron.  "■_'."). 
as  president,  and  it  was  decided  to  lia\e  a  l)an(|uet  every  year. 

We  are  all  proud  of  our  school,  which  has  played  such  an  important  part 
in  the  lives  of  so  many  and  always  our  thoughts  will  dwell  kindly  upon  it.

ODOC'S  first  school  building  stood  where  Salem  cemetery  is  now  locat- 
ed. It  stood  on  this  plat  until  lft90.  when  a  decision  was  made  to  re- 
moved it  to  a  spot  where  it  is  now  located.  In  the  spring  of  1911  the 
board  of  health  condemned  the  joint  school  building  between  Xettle  Creek 
and  West  River  townships  at  Modoc,  and  the  trustees.  Smith  Lee  and  Robert 
Lumpkins.  built  a  five  room  building  at  a  cost  of  $18,000.  During  the  sum- 
mer three  district  schools  petitioned  to  be  abandoned  and  were  consolidated 
with  the  school  at  Modoc. 

The  buildino-  is  a  brick  and  steel  structuie.  Although  it  is  not  lai'ge. 
evei'vthinff  sufficient  for  a  modern  and  sanitarv  buildin'v  was  siii^plied  nt  the 
time  of  its  construction.  The  class  rooms  are  few,  but  are  well  arranged  and 
adeqiuite  in  size.  The  entire  buildina'  is  well  equiijped  and  ))ro^'ides  eauin- 
nient  for  instruction  in  domestic  science,  manual  training  and  laboratory 
sciences.  The  principal's  office  has  been  remodeled  and  provides  library 
facilities  for  lioth  the  school  and  connnunity.  Since  the  installation  of  the 
library,  the  system  has  rendered  valunlile  service  to  the  i:)atrons  as  well  as 
providins-  advantages  for  the  pupils.  TIt'  high  school  assembly  and  seventh 
nnd  eighth  grade  rooms  form  the  auditorium  for  school  entertainments.  The 
school  grounds  have  been  beautified  with  shmibberv  and  grass.  Xew  play- 
ground equipment  has  been  added  to  fill  tlie  needs  of  various  recreation  ])ro- 
grams. 

The  enrollment  of  the  ^lodoc  school  now  surpasses  the  two  hundred 
mark.    ^Ir.  Clarence  W.  Stultz  is  the  ])resent  trustee  of  West  River  townshi]"). 
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^rfX  the  year  li>()!>  the  school  lioaid.  coniposcd  of  S.  15.  Keckler.  C.  F.  Hulli- 
^J  day   and   S.  A.   Arbogast.  .sft'iiig  the  to\\ii   <-ould   not    meet   the   (UMuaiids 
of  the  ])iililie,  deeded  all  the  sehoid  property  to  llie  towiisliii)  foi'  tlie  pur- 
pose of  establishing  a  township  school. 

One-  thousand  doHars  was  paid  for  four  acres  of  land,  forty  rods  long 
and  twenty  rods  wide,  on  which  to  l)uild  the  new  building.  The  contract  for 
the  Monroe  school  building  was  made  August  12,  1909,  and  the  new  building 
under  the  supervision  of  D.  AV.  Groves,  trustee  and  his  advisory  board,  com- 
posed of  Samuel  Jones,  Wm.  A.  Vanjielt  and  Benjamin  Hill,  was  so  n  con- 
structed. The  building  cost  $34.'202.  The  first  classes  were  held  February  1-1. 
192().  The  school  had  no  place  for  athletic  contest  and  because  of  the  incon- 
venience of  practicing  elsewhere,  the  teams  did  not  get  the  necessary  train- 
ing. The  connnunity  saw  the  need  of  a  place  fcr  athletics  and  entertain- 
ments. Al)out  the  same  time  the  inspector  decided  the  old  building  was  in- 
adequate, so  another  acre  of  hind  was  purchased  from  Mr.  Heed,  and  in  July 
1924  an  addition  to  the  btiilding  was  started  under  the  supervision  of  ^Ir. 
(lill)ert  and  his  advisory  boai'd,  Edgar  Hill.  Xorman  Wend  and  John  C'laig. 
A  large  gynniasium  and  auditorium  was  added  to  the  first  floor,  also  a  well 
lighted,  roiuny  assembly,  library  and  several  class  rooms  to  the  second  floor. 
The  cost  was  $-!(>, 8GT.  This  new  addition  was  completed  in  ^lay,  192r>.  The 
gynuiasium  was  dedicated  March  IS,  1925.

^HE  Ridfi-eville  school  buildinji'  was  erectefl  in  19-2:1  at  a  cost  of  $90,000. 
(|L  The  contract  was  let  by  ilr.  Albert  Collins,  trustee  of  Franklin  township, 
and  completed  by  Mr.  A.  B.  Wall,  the  present  trustee.  It  was  dedicated 
January  2.  1924.  with  President  L.  X.  Hines.  of  the  State  Xornial,  as  the 
s])eaker.  The  bnildin<i-  contains  twelve  classrconis.  assembly  hall,  laboratories, 
manual  trainin<:'  and  domestic  science  rooms,  rest  room.  a<leiiuate  sanitary 
toilet  and  shower  rooms,  gymnasium  and  comnnnnty  room. 

This  buildiiii:-  replaced  an  earlier  one  built  on  the  same  spot  in  ISSCi. 
which  burned  and  was  rebuilti  in  l,si)2.  A  hig-h  school  was  maintained  in  the 
old  building  until  1000  under  tlie  sujierintendencies  of  O.  A.  White.  .1.  15. 
Hmnphreys  and  H.  AV.  Bortner.  The  enrollment  was  never  large;  sixteen 
regidar  and  three  special  students  in  lSi»2.  thirty  in  1809.  In  1S99.  the  deci- 
sion was  made  to  discontinue  the  high  school  and  send  the  pupils  to  Ridgeville 
college,  which  was  then  tlourishing.  The  transfer  was  never  successfully 
made,  since  the  high  school  pujjils  i-efused  to  attend  the  college  as  disagree- 
ments arose  among  the  students. 

In  1900,  jNIr.  M.  S.  (xrahg  became  superintendent  and  revived  inteivst  in 
the  high  scho(jl  idea  and  in  1902  started  the  high  schocl  again  with  two  years 
of  work  and  fourteen  students.  By  1904  four  years  of  work  were  offered,  and 
a  class  graduated,  Init  it  was  not  until  1908  that  the  school  was  commissioned. 
The  enrollment  in  1909  was  forty-five  regular  and  three  special  students. 

The  eni'olhnent  for  this  year  has  been  ai)pr()ximately  three  hundred  and 
seventv-five  students.

^r  INCE  the  beginning  of  this  locality  as  a  community  center  back  in  the 
^S/  50's,  there  has  been  a  steady  and  continuous  growth  and  development  of 
the  phases  of  human  ncti\-ity  that  liave  developed  into  this  c'onnnnnity 
of  Saratoga. 

The  educational  development  of  the  community  has  been  well  cared  for 
at  every  period  in  its  history.  P'irst.  there  was  the  log  school  house  in  which 
the  children  of  the  early  settlers  received  the  rudiments  of  a  primitive  educa- 
tion. Five  years  later  this  was  replaced  by  a  one-room  frame  structure. 
Eleven  years  later  tliis  building. -was  replaeeil  by  a  more  modern  two-story, 
two-room  brick  l>Hi]ding.  whicli  seemed  to  lie  the  acme  in  educational  de- 
\'elopment. 

Twenty-two  3'ears  later  in  189S,  under  the  trusteeship  of  John  W.  Owens. 
the  present  educational  structure  was  erected.  The  high  school  was  developed 
year  l>y  year  until  in  1908  a  full  commissioned  high  school  was  established. 
Late  in  lfl'25  the  announcement  was  made  that  the  present  structure  has  served 
its  pui'posc  in  the  activities  of  the  scliool  and  community.  Under  the  influence 
of  iM'ogressive  citizens,  it  has  become  jiossible  for  the  erection  of  a  uuxlern 
building  which  will  be  completed  for  tlie  next  term  of  scliool.  The  prt>ject  is 
well  under  way  and  has  the  endorsement  of  over  five  hundred  township  voters 
as  being  a  new  era  in  educational  develo]5ment. 

:-A,s  the  old  log  school  house.- the  brick  building,  and  the  frame  structures 
served  their  periods  of  usefulness,  so  has  the  present  building  which  must  sur- 
render its  jiosition  to  the  new.

^i^  1n;>-_;  Sj)art;uisl)urii-.  then  called  Xi'wliiirji'.  \\as  foiiiidcd  hy  \\'illiai)! 
^1  (McKiiii.  The  first  school  Ijuildiuf)-  was  a  log  cal)iii.  School  was  held  in 
ditt'ereiit  small  huildiugs  until  1875  when  Trustee  John  W.  Hill  built  a 
three-room  buildinji-  costing  $T',0()()  on  the  site  of  the  present  school.  The 
following  served  as  principals  in  this  huilding:  Daniel  Bond.  Charles  Tncker. 
Abner  Halm.  Jacob  Polley.  Samuel  (ilunt.  Harlan  Kuby,  George  Comer.  T. 
W.  Morgan.  Byron  Thomas.  H.  W.  Bortner,  ilerl  Chenoweth,  Alice  Nichols 
and  Charles  C.  INIann.  Under  their  leadership  a  strong  school  spirit  was  de- 
veloped and  a  high  school  course  started. 

As  consolidation  canu'  more  room  was  needed  and  in  l'.»OS  'J'rustee  <).  I'. 
Mote  built  a  twenty-room  building  on  the  same  site  at  a  cost  of  $-10,000.  Under 
the  principalship  of  Charles  C.  ^lann  the  high  i^chcol  Ijecame  commissioned 
in  li)lf).  Other  principals  of  this  building  were  I>ota  Kine:.  John  ^NI.  P^'ench, 
and  AVill  W.  Moore. 

In  li)-21  Trustee  F.  ^NI.  Potts  built  an  addition  costing  $70,000.  practically 
doubling  the  size  of  the  building  of  li)OS.  Tliis  contained  a  splendid  gymna- 
sium and  physical  training  became  a  jiart  of  the  high  school  course,  this  scliool 
being  the  lirst  of  the  county  schools  to  oU'er  credit  tov\ard  graduation  in  thi^ 
subject. 

The  most  valuable  asset  of  the  school  is  the  sjjlendid  community  spirit. 
The  school  has  enjoyed  a  steady  growth,  the  first  graduating  class  of  ISOG 
muiibering  three  while  the  class  of  19-25  numbered  thirty.  In  1925  The  Na- 
tional P^ducational  Association  designated  Spartanburg  School  as  one  of  the 
four  outstanding  nu'al  consolidatetl  schools  in  the  United  States.

^^IIE  early  setlk'i's  of  .Stoiiey  Creek  township,  beiiii:'  of  the  Fr'n'iuls  ileuoni- 
i.11  inatioii,  had  educationa]  traditions;  therefore,  from  its  earliest  settling. 

Stoney  Creek  had  its  district  schools.  The  yonth  of  the  tOAvnship  were 
sent  to  the  snri'onnding  public  schools  to  secure  their  high  school  training. 

In  the  fall  of  1915,  the  township  trustee,  T.  E.  Dickson,  and  the  advisory 
lioard,  Bert  E.  "Wright.  C.  P.  Frcidline  and  W.  W.  Newlee.  in  the  face  of 
iiuich  opiJOsition.  decided  to  consolidate  the  one-room  schools.  In  this  way 
the  high  school  as  well  as  the  grade  training  could  be  secured  in  the  townsliip. 
In  the  spring  of  1916,  Avork  was  started  on  the  new  building  which  was  lo- 
cated in  the  center  of  the  townsliip.  Just  before  Chri,stma(3  of  the  same  year 
the  grade  pupils  from  the  district  schools,  together  with  the  students  of  the 
lirst  high  school,  which  had  been  started  in  the  old  one-room  building  which 
still  stands  a  short  distance  from  the  new.  were  ti'ansferred  to  the  new  l)uild- 
ing.  This  high  school  has  grown  in  number  from  fifteen  to  foi'ty-seven  at 
the  present  time. 

Like  all  schools,  the  courses  first  offered  were  few,  but  as  the  denmnd 
ai-ose,  new  courses  were  added  until  now  Stoney  Creek  offers  the  same  cMirric- 
ula  as  is  offered  in  larger  schools.  The  students  of  Stoney  Creek  have  taken 
their  places  along  with  gradmites  of  larger  and  older  schools  and  are  a  cicdit 
to  Randolph  county. 

Little  did  the  trustee  and  board  realize  the  great  help  they  were  giving 
to  the  future  iMH)ils  of  tlie  townshij).  for  the  students  of  today  reiiuire  more 
('|)poi-tunities  for  mental  de\elopment  and  }ihysical  development.  These  are 
both  adetjuately  t'ared  for  in  the  i)rcsent  system  of  education,  which  is  being 
promoted  bv  Stoney  Creek  higli  school.

^^HE  Wayne  centralized  school  is  located  six  miles  southwest  of  Union 
^H  City  and  seven  miles  southeast  of  Winchester  on  the  Jericho-South 
Salem  road.  Plans  were  made  early  in  1012  for  the  building.  It  was  de- 
cided to  locate  the  new  building  at  the  jolace  where  Xo.  G  was  standing,  so  four 
acres  were  added  to  the  one  acre  plot  from  the  farm  of  O.  H.  Shockney.  Bids 
were  received  by  Trustee  G.  C.  Shultz  and  on  July  6.  1012,  G.  W.  Carson  was 
awarded  the  contract  and  began  work  at  once.  O.  E.  Losch  of  ITnion  City 
made  the  plans  which  embodied  the  newest  ideas  in  school  construction.  The 
cost  was  $23,000  all  of  which  has  been  paid  except  $2,500. 

This  school  is  three  stories  high  including  the  basement,  and  is  iieated 
with  a  hot  air  furnace  and  lighted  with  a  Delco  plant.  Among  the  other 
rooms  in  the  basement  is  the  domestic  science  room  which  is  well  equipped. 
One  section  of  the  room  is  used  as  the  physics  laboratory.  Another  room  in 
the  basement  is  the  manual  training  room. 

On  the  second  floor  are  three  school  rooms  with  their  respective  cloak 
rooms.  On  the  north  side  of  the  hall  is  the  principal's  office.  On  tlie  east 
side  of  the  hall,  off  the  landing,  is  a  class  room  and  on  the  west  side  is  an- 
other class  room  in  which  is  kept  the  many  curios  presented  to  the  school 
in  1925  by  Judge  Theodore  Shockney. 

On  the  third  floor  are  one  school  room,  one  class  room,  two  cloak  rooms, 
an  assembly  and  a  library  which  was  built  dui-ing  tlic  sunnner  of  1925.  There 
are  two  class  rooms  at  the  front  of  assembly,  which  are  used  as  a  stage  when 
entertainments  are  given. 
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School  Consolidation 


f^  ONSOLIDATION  first  began  in  this  county  in  Nettle  Creek  township  at  Losant- 
l|l  ville.  The  school  authorities  thought  it  wise  to  transport  two  small  district  schools 
^"^  to  this  place.  The  building  was  bulit  in  1905  and  is  of  concrete  costing  $14,000. 
A  high  school  was  established  with  a  three  year  course  and  a  six  months  term.  It 
now  has  a  four  year  course  of  eight  months  and  is  a  commissioned  high  school. 

The  school  corporation  of  Lynn  was  laid  down  and  the  township  built  a  six-room 
building  at  a  cost  of  about  $24,000.  In  less  than  ten  years  the  building  was  condemned 
because  of  lack  of  room.  In  1909  a  six  room  addition  was  bui'.t  to  meet  the  growing 
needs  of  the  school.  In  1912  five  districts  in  the  northern  part  of  this  same  township 
petitioned  the  trustee  to  abandon  the  district  schools  and  consolidate.  As  a  result  a 
$15,000  five  room  building  was  erected  at  Beech  Grove.  The  building  was  destroyed 
by  fire  in  1922.  A  joint  school  was  then  erected  between  West  River  and  Wafehington 
townships  at  Carlos.  This  is  a  four  room  brick  building  and  accommodates  only  grade 
children.  At  Bloomingsport  in  Washington  township  was  built  another  four  room 
grade  building  to  accommodate  the  children  in  the(  southern  part  of  this  township. 

In  1908  a  four  room  building  in  Greensfork  township  gave  way  to  a  school  build- 
ing modern  in  every  particular.  In  1923  an  addition  was  constructed  consisting  of  a 
combined  gymnasium  and  community  room  and  additional  class  rooms.  At  Arba  in 
this  township  is  located  the  only  one  room  school  in  Randolph  county. 

In  1908  the  trustee  of  White  River  township  found  it  advisable  to  build  a  consol- 
idated school.  To  this  end  a  four  room  building  was  erected  at  a  cost  of  $14,000.  This 
was  called  the  Lincoln  school.  In  1911  he  felt  the  need  of  such  a  school  in  the  eastern 
part  of  the  township  and  in  the  summer!  of  1912  McKinley  was  constructed.  It  is  sit- 
uated on  a  six  acre  lot  one  mile  east  of  Winchester.  The  original  cost  was  $28,000. 
In  1922  an  addition  was  constructed  consisting  of  a  combined  gymnasium  and  com- 
munity room  and  additional  class  rooms. 

In  1909  Parker  abandoned  its  school  corporation  and  the  management  was  as- 
sumed by  Monroe  township.  Four  acres  of  ground  near  town  was  purchased  and  a 
building  costingi  $34,500  was  erected.  In  1925  an  addition  was  built  containing  gym- 
nasium, stage,  dressing  rooms,  showers,  three  class  rooms  and  an  assembly  room  that 
will  seat  about  250  pupils. 

In  1910  two  townships  erected  buildings.  Green  township  erected  a  six  room 
building  costing  $19,000  upon  a  three  acre  tract  in  the  center  of  the  township.  This 
was  the  first  township  in  the  county  to  have  complete  consolidation.  Jackson  township 
also  built  a  six  room  $18,000  building  this  same  year.  Two  rooms  were  occupied  the 
first  year  but  in  1912  every  nook  and  corner  being  filled  a  three  room  addition  was 
built.  In  1925  in  order  to  temporarily  take  care  of  the  crowded  conditions,  a  one  room 
building  was  erected. 

In  1911  a  six  room  building  was  erected  at  Jefferson  near  Deerfield,  Ward  town- 
ship, at  a  cost  of  $17,000.  In  1918  upon  petition  of  the  patrons  an  addition  containing 
a  gymnasium,  assembly  room,  and  additional  class  rooms  was  erected. 

In  1911  the  trustees  of  Nettle  Creek  and  West  River  townships  jointly  constructed 
a  seven  room  building  at  Modoc  at  a  cost  of  $18,000.  In  1912  a  four  room  building 
costing  $15,000  was  erected  at  Huntsville  in  West  River  township. 

In  1912  Wayne  township  constructed  a  seven  room  building  at  a  cost  of  $23,000. 
In  1918  a  seven  room  building  was  constructed  in  the  northern  part  of  Wayne  town- 
ship.    This  was  called  the  Wilson  school. 

In  1916  Stoney  Creek  constructed  an  eight  room  building. 

In  1920  Franklin  township  erected  a  new  school  building  at  Ridgeville.  This  is 
modern  in  every  respect. 

At  the  present  time  bonds  have  been  issued  for  a  $75,000  one  story  type  of  school 
building  at  Saratoga. 

In  1925-26  4,161  pupils  were  enrolled  in  Randolph  county  schools,  of  whom  3.239 
are  transported  at  the  expense  of  the  various  townships.  In  the  transportation  of 
these  pupils  106  motor  and  8  horse  drawn  trucks  are  used.

^^  HE  Act  of  1S73  creating  thej  county  board  of  education  also  created  the 
\}\  office  of  county  superintendent,  to  be  elected  for  a  term  of  t^Yo  years  by 
the  townshijD  trustees  in  joint  meeting.  The  duties  of  the  county  super- 
intendent differed  little  from  his  forerunner,  the  county  examiner,  who  had 
since  1S61  exercised  limited  administrative  and  supervisory^  powers  over  the, 
i-ural  school.  The  county  superintendent,  like  the  county  examiner  before 
him.  was  re(iuired  to  examine  and  license  all  teachers;  to  encourage  teachers" 
institutes  and  associations;  to  advise  trustees  as  to  school  equipment;  to  hear 
appeals  from  decisions  of  trustees;  to  receive  reports  from  trustees,  on  the 
basis  of  which  he  himself  makes  statistical  reports  to  the  state  superintendent 
and  to  the  count}'  auditor. 

Mr.  Eussell  Warren,  a  native  of  Randolph  county,  is  the  present  county 
sui)erintendent.  He  was  elected  in  February.  1926.  to  fill  tiie  unexpired  term 
of  ().  IT.  Greist.  who  became  seeretarv  of  the  State  Teachers"  Retirement  Fund 
Board. 

In  addition  to  the  county  superintendent  being  chief  administrator  of  the 
county  schools,  he  is  assisted  by  ]\Irs.  Eva  C.  Leggett.  county  attendance  of- 
ficer, who  is  employed  by  the  County  Beard  of  Education  as  full  time  attend- 
ance officer,  and  Mrs.  Mary  Harbert.  who  serves  as  full  time  secretary.  The 
general  administrative  policy  of  the  Randolph  county  schools  radiates  fi-oni 
the  office  of  the  county  superintendent,  who  riow  serves  a  four-year  term.

County  Board  of  Education 

^^HE  County  Board  of  Education  was  created  to  assist  the  township  trus- 
l|L  tees  in  the  management  of  rural  schools.  In  1873  the  trustees  of  the  sev- 
eral townships,  the  chairmen  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  incorporated 
towns  and  cities  of  the  count}',  and  the  county  superintendent  were  designated 
as  the  countj'  board  of  education,  the  duties  of  which  have  been  from  the  be- 
ginning, chiefly  advisory  in  character.  The  board  is  authorized  to  consider 
the  needs  of  the  schools  of  the  .county  and  to  advise  in  all  matters  relating  to 
the  purchase  of  school  furniture,  maps,  etc.;  to  supervise  the  management  and 
care  of  the  township  libraries  and  to  select  textbooks,  under  restrictions,  for 
the  use  of  the  schools  of  the  county.'  They  select  the  county  superintendent 
county  attendance  officer  and  the  countj^  agent. 

The  count}'  board  of  education  serves  a  useful  purpose.  It  lias  led  to 
more  or  less  uniformity  throughout  the  county  with  respect  to  salaries  and 
educational  etiuipment.  The  entire  board,  including  the  chairmen  of  the  in- 
corporated town  boards,  meets  regularly  every  January  and  July.  The  trus- 
tees meet  with  the  county  superintendent  the  first  ]SIonday  in  every  month. 
The  personnel  of  the  present  board  is  composed  of  the  trustees  of  Franklin, 
Green,  "Ward,  Jackson,  Wayne,  White  River,  Monroe.  Stoney  Creek,  Nettle 
Creek,  West  Eiver,  Washington  and  Greensfcrk  townships.

^i^  1873  the  state  legislature  passed  the  county  superintendent  law.  He 
J)  was  elected  for  two  j-ears  and  was  limited  to  30  days  for  visiting  teachers 
in  the  county.  Pursuant  to  this  act.  the  trustees  met  in  June  1ST3  and 
elected  Charles  W.  Paris  county  superintendent.  He  was  succeeded  in  1875  by 
David  Lesley,  who  served  until  1883  when  W.  H.  Bowers  was  elected.  In 
1887,  J.  W.  Denny  succeeded  Mr.  Bowers.  In  1897  Mr.  Paris  was  again 
elected  for  two  years.  At  this  time,  the  term  of  oiRce  was  extended  to  four 
years.  In  1907  Lee  L.  Driver  was  elected  and  served  until  1919  when  he  was 
succeeded  by  O.  H.  Greist.  Eussell  E.  Warren  was  elected  February  11.  192G. 
to  succeed  Mr  Greist,  who  became  secretary  of  the  State  Teachers  Ketire- 
ment  Fund  board. 

In  1845  scluiol  directors  for  each  district  were  given  power  to  examine 
teachers.  This  was  found  to  be  a  poor  plan  and  in  1853  examiners  were  ap- 
pointed by  the  commissioners.  James  Brown,  John  W.  Cheney  and  Colonel 
Colgrove  were  among  the  earliest  to  hold  this  otRce.  In  1861  Pleasant  Hiatt 
was  appointed  to  the  office  and  held  it  for  six  years.  He  held  it  during  the 
war  period  and  if  a  teacher  seemed  lax  in  his  evidence  of  patriotism  Mr.  Hiatt 
did  not  hesitate  to  revoke  his  license. 

John  F.  Cooper  succeeded  him,  only  to  resign  because  of  leaving  the 
county.  J.  B.  Harrison  took  his  place  but  he  also  resigned.  Mr.  Hiatt  was 
reappointed.  He  was  followed  by  John  G.  Brice.  In  1871  the  office  was  con- 
tested for  by  John  G.  Brice,  A.  J.  Stakebake  and  Prof.  John  Cooper.  Mr. 
Stakebake  was  successful  and  was  the  last  to  hold  the  oHice  as  it  was  replaced 
by  the  county  superintendent  of  schools. 

The  examiner  merely  held  examinations  and  issued  licenses.  He  could 
also  revoke  licenses.  He  had  no  supervision  over  the  schools  and  quite  often 
abused  the  slight  authority  given  him.

Q:  tVEATOGA  has  always  maintained  a  record  of  having  good  athletics  even 
tjytliLingh  it  has  been  handicapped  by  the  lack  of  equipment  in  every  period 

of  this  history.  Plans  are  now  under  way  for  the  erection  of  a  modern 
school  plant  which  will  provide  sufficient  recreational  facilities  for  future 
athletic  programs. 

The  school  has  always  had  some  .form  of  athletics  since  its  beginning  as  a 
conunissioned  high  school.  Prior  to  this  time  athletics  held,  as  in  all  schools 
of  that  period,  a  subordinate  position  in  the  activities  of  the  school.  Since 
the  innovation  of  basketball  as  a  major  sport  in  Indiana  high  schools.  Sara- 
toga has  made  it  the  chief  branch  of  their  athletic  endeavors. 

Although  inter-scholastic  contests  in  basketball  were  not  scheduled  in  the 
early  years  of  the  school,  a  team  has  been  produced  practically  every  year  in 
the  history  of  the  school.  In  1922  Saratoga  won  the  comity  baseball  cham- 
pionship.    Inter-scholastic  baseball  is  played  in  the  fall  of  the  year. 

In  1923  the  school  produced  a  basketball  team  which  played  the  final 
game  with  Losantville  in  the  sectional  tournament.  In  1921  the  team  had  a 
successful  season  under  Coach  Stroud.

^^IIE  iiiiiuvation  of  the  journalistic  iiiovwiR'iit  in  the  Ifanilolph  county 
mL  c(;nsoli(]ate(l  high  schools  has  been  a  recent  addition  to  extra-curricuhi 
^^  programs  of  the  various  schools.  Only  two  self-supporting  high  school 
jiaj^ers  are  issued  in  Kandolph  count^^  The  first  to  make  its  debut  as  a 
journalistic  endeavor  was  the  Saravian  of  Saratoga  high  school.  This  sheet 
was  first  published  in  December.  1924,  and  has  been  published  monthly  since 
then.  The  other  high  school  paper  is  edited  by  the  students  of  Wayne  iiigh 
school.  It  circulates  as  the  Wayne  Township  News  and  is  issued  semi-month- 
ly throughout  the  school  year.  The  Saravian  is  financed  by  advertising  and 
subscriptions  while  the  AVayne  Township  News  depends  entirely  u]ion  ad\'er- 
(ising.  ])oth  publications  are  sponsored  by  faculty  n'|)rcsentati\  es  who  serve 
in  the  capacity  of  business  and  editorial  advisors. 

In  the  fall  of  1925  a  Press  Convention,  sponsored  by  the  Fifth  Indiana 
High  School  Press  Association  was  held  at  the  Wayne  high  school.  The 
nieeting  was  addressed  by  prominent  news))a])er  men  and  ])rol)lenis  atl'ecting 
high  school  publications  were  discussed. 

In  lieu  of  maintaining  a  school  paper,  se\eral  of  the  schools  co-operate 
for  space  in  their  local  town  papers.  Winchester.  Union  City.  Eidgeville 
and  Jefferson  operate  on  this  basis,  while  ]iractically  all  contribute  notes  to 
some  county  paper. 

In  addition  to  "The  Iloosier  Pioneer."  Winchester  and  Union  City  are 
publishing  annuals  this  year.  This  is  the  first  endeavor  of  Union  City  for 
several  years,  while  Winchester  has  published  an  annual  regularly  for  several 
years.  McKinley  issued  an  annual  in  1925,  but  has  been  included  in  the  coun- 
tv  annual  this  vear.

^^HE  l!l2(j  Hoosier  Pioneer  is  the  first  county  year  hook  pnhlished  hy  the 
{j[  students  and  teachers  of  the  sixteen  consolidated  high  schools  of  Ran- 
^^  dolph  county.  This  edition,  being  the  primogeniture  in  the  annals  of 
year  book  production,  is  indicative  of  the  dawn  of  a  new  era  for  Hoosier 
annual  development.  Within  the  passing  of  another  year  more  monunients 
to  this  movement  will  appear  as  evidence  of  the  mei'its  and  justification  of 
tlie  county  annual  enterprise. 

Although  the  purpose  of  The  Hoosier  Pioneer  has  been  tersely  epitomized 
in  the  foreword  of  this  book,  it  has  been  the  siiicerest  intentions  of  the  pub- 
lishers to  exalt  the  Randolph  county  schools  in  the  eyes  of  the  public  and  to 
provide,  at  minimum  cost,  a  book  for  every  student  in  the  county.  Even 
under  the  pressure  of  time  limitations,  effort  has  been  made  to  make  the  an- 
nual a  worthy  portrayal  of  the  best  things  in  the  schools ;  although  much 
remains  too  subtle  for  the  printed  page  to  convey. 

In  this  part  is  embodied  the  Randolph  school  spirit — the  real  essence  of 
school  life.  This  spirit  is  a  result  of  evaluation  and  may  come  to  those  who 
read  it  between  the  covers  of  this  book.  Likewise  The  Plorsier  Pioneer  at- 
tempts to  inculcate  in  both  teacher  and  student  a  spirit  of  loyalty,  devotion 
and  co-operation;  and  if  this  phase  of  the  book  is  miread,  it  remains  to  be 
read  in  the  real  book  of  experience.

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The  Parent-Teacher  Movement 

'"'^^HE  Indiana  Parent-Teacher  Association  was  orfranized  October  30.  lOl'.). 
iJi  On  Ajjril  1,  1924,  there  were  362  local  associations  affiliated  with  the  State 
^^  Afiscciation  with  15,834  paid  members.  This  is  a  gain  of  nineteen  asso- 
ciations and  534  members  over  the  previous  year.  Sixty-three  charters  have 
been  issued  to  local  associations  by  the  State  association  during  the  year. 

The  Association  has  the  following  departments  of  work:  Child  psychol- 
ogy, humane  education,  home  education,  visual  education,  rural  .schools,  child 
welfare  day,  pre-school  literature,  high  school  activities,  home  economics,  lit- 
erature, recreation,  conservation,  rural  life,  ways  and  means,  school  attend- 
ance, better  films,  health,  press  and  publicity,  education  and  city  councils. 

The  constitution  of  the  association  says  "The  object  of  this  organization 
should  be  to  unify  and  strengthen  each  force  represented  in  the  individual 
organization  of  Avhich  it  is  composed.  It  shall  act  as  a  bureau  of  information 
luid  shall  help  organizations  which  are  working  in  the  intei'est  of  better  homes, 
better  schools  and  the  welfare  of  the  children  of  our  state.  It  shall  co-operate 
with  educators  and  legislators  in  securing  better  laws  for  the  mental,  moral 
and  physical  development  of  the  child,  and  for  better  schools,  better  paid 
teachers  and  the  widest  possible  use  of  the  public  .school  buildings,  to  the  end 
that  good  citizenship  may  be  secured  to  the  youth  of  our  state  and  the  nation 
safeguarded." 

]\Iany  worth-while  things  have  been  accomplished  by  the  various  Parent- 
Teacher  associations  over  the  county.  Schools  have  been  helped  financially. 
school  grounds  have  been  beautifiect,  co-operation  of  business  against  sale  of 
cigarettes  has  been  insured  and  adult  night  schools  have  been  established  in 
some  i^arts  of  the  state.  The  home  and  school,  the  two  greatest  factors  in 
education  of  the  child  are  being  brought  closer  together  in  order  to  work  in 
greater  sympathy.  Parents  have  an  opportunity  to  learn  more  about  .school 
needs,  school  laws  and  the  course  of  studv.  Misunderstanding  is  often  the 
result  of  ignorance.  Teachers  are  doing  more  eff'ei'tive  woik  with  the  pupils. 
Since  they  have  a  knowledge  of  their  environment.  Loyalty  to  the  school  on 
the  part  of  the  child  is  the  result  of  home  understanding.  A  regular  date  for 
Parent-Teacher  meeting  at  the  school  house  gives  both  teachers  and  parents 
an  opportunity  to  meet  and  discuss  their  mutual  j^roblems.  Since  the  support 
of  the  patrons  has  been  secured,  school  improvements  are  more  easily  secured. 
The  Parent-Teacher  meeting  affords  an  oi^portunity  for  the  study  of  condi- 
tions affecting  the  welfare  of  the  child.  The  community  is  aroused  to  a  sense 
of  its  responsibility  and  this  leads  to  a  united  effort  for  general  coiunuuiitv 
betterment.
